The county agent said a few lesions, tentatively 
identified as southern corn leaf blight, were found 
on some plants. 


"As far as the southern corn leaf blight d o i n g 


any dam age," Bragg reported, "we did not 
f i n d 


any damage, and there is nothing to be 
alarmed 
about as far as the producer is concerned. 


"About the only thing that would activate these 
lesions would be humid, hot weather with leaf sur­ 
face humidity running approximately 95 per cent, 


and temperatures running above 85 degrees." 
He said such conditions do not appear I I k e I y 
this year without a change in the weather. 


Amador and Bragg did find some s p i d e r 
mite 
damage on the Rene and Julius Aelvoet farm, and 


on another farm In the eastern part of the county. 


"This Is the first time I know 
of 
t h a t 
spider 
m ites have ever bothered our corn, 
e s p e c i a l l y 
when It's waist h ig h ," Bragg said.

Today s Subject: Some Other Drugs 
M ost Com m only Abused 


Today we will go over some of the drugs most commonly 
used and abused so we will all be fam iliar with terms and types 
for later discussion. 
ORAL A M PH ETA M IN ES: These are stimulants 
On the 
street they are referred to as "Bennies,” “ Whites ’ (round and 
white). Also in this category are "Dexies” (green and white 
capsules) and "Hearts” (green, heart-shaped tablets) These are 
what are commonly called "pep pills" or diet pills. Taken 
oi ally, Amphetamines stimulate the central nervous system, 
the brain and spinal column. Users, under the influence of these 
dings, will usually be argumentati/e, overactive, unusually 
talkative, generally unable to eat much, unable to sleep, and 
show a marked release of inhibitions. (It is not unusual for one 
under the influence of these drugs to suddenly remove his 
clothing for no reason.) 
Users usually demonstrate mental confusion, unpredictable, 
and irrational behavior, even violent behavior may result. Use 
is biologically harmful too because it destroys body reserves 
and makes the user extremely vulnerable to disease. These 
ar* illegally available on the “ street market” (about 8-10 for $1) 
yet many youngsters obtain oral Amphetamines from the home 
medicine chest (parents pep or diet pills). 
Note: Most "street market" (black market) Amphetamines 
are made by illegal laboratories, often by experimenting ama­ 
teurs 
using imbalanced chemicals in unsterile surroundings 
IN JE C T ED M ETH A M PH ETA M IN ES: These are referred 
to, among other terms, as "Speed" or 
Meth 
and are far more 
potent, faster acting and, of course, extremely harmful. Users 
on injected (intravenously) Methamphetamincs are usually ex 
tm nely confused, very unpredictable and irrational. Violent 
behavior is common and toxic psychosis (sick and insane) may 
r**ult. Sometimes users get on a "Speed 
or 
Meth” run. A 
* run” is an intravenous injection as often as every 4 hours for 
3 to 6 days, with no eating and no sleeping. During these per­ 
iods the user is extremely overstimulated and out of control, 
or in terms of the street he is "strung-out 
or 
up-tight." Ami 
he- will show acute signs of paranoia — he sometimes collects 
weapons because he is convinced that people are plotting his 
death, On occasion a user gets the feeling he must "kill or tx* 
killed" A zoom lens effect of the eyes (like a camera zoom 
lens) makes the user even more paranoid because objects and 
people loom up before him, disappear and alarmingly reappear. 
When injections are stopped after a "run,” the user 
eras - 
es" - this means he goes into a per iod of hallucinations and 
deep sleep coma lasting from 18 to 48 hours. He awakens farm 
is bed. 
eats huge amounts of food, particularly sweets 
and 
liquids. He is extremely fatigued, very suspectable to disease 
and deeply depressed. At this point, many users will take an 
oral Amphetamine to get going again. 
“ Speed” is available on the "street market" in pap*™; a 
small paper package, at about $3 to $5. It sells for about HOO 
an ounce. Spcod aggravates any heart condition and can cause 
strokes in suspectible people. It is toxic to any healthy 
and also to the blood vessels as it increases heart rates, blood 
pressure and can cause shock and death! 
. 
Another powerful stimulant is Cocaine. Its effects on the 
body and mind may even exceed those of Speed, Cocaine, an 
extremely hazardous drug, is teeing imported in increasing vol- 
time (rom South America and Cuba and is being used at alarm ­ 
ing r a t e s by young people. A gram costs HO to $50 and make. 
ISS go further into drugs next w**ek We have more infor 
mation to cover on the subject that will be beneficial for you to

The proper planting 
and 
training of pecan trees is one 
of the most important practic­ 
es in a complete orchard man­ 
agement program, e x p I a i ns 
County Agent Glenn Bragg, 
The three keys to success 
is transplanting this p o p u l a r 
tree, adds the county agent, 
are starting with vigorous and 


fresh pecan nur ser y stock; 
keeping the root system moist 


at all times and reducing the 
budded or gra fte d top by a 
third to a half at p l a n t i n g 
time. 
Sturdy, v i g o r o u d trees 
should be obtained from a re­ 
liable nursery and they should 
be checked for a root system 
that is free of crown g a l l or 
nematode damage. 
The top 
should be well grown and i- 
dentifled correctly as to the 
variety desired. The county 
agent notes that a moderate - 
sized nursery tree will suffer 
less "transplant shock" and u- 
sually will become established 
sooner and grow off faster than 
a larger tree. 
The hole in which the tree 
is to be planted should be wide 
and deep enough to accommo­ 
date the root system of 
the 
tree without tile bending of a- 
ny of the roots, A power aug­ 
er, 12 to 18 inches in diame­ 
ter, is an excellent tool for 
digging tile holes when consid­ 
erable numbers of trees 
are 
being planted. 
The tree, after the top and 
roots have been pruned, should 
be planted at the same depth 
it stood in tile nur sery 
row. 
The roots should be arranged 
in their natural position and 
friable top soil should then be 
worked around the roots. The 
hole should be f i l l e d about 
three-fourths full of the top 
soil and water should be add­ 
ed to settle the soil, eliminate 
ate air pockets and to keep the 
roots moist. After watering, 
loose soil should be added to 
complete the hole filling. It’s 
a good idea to leave a 
basin 
around the tree to facilitate fu­ 
ture waterings, says the agent. 
The training of the y oung 
tree should start after the sec­ 
ond growing season. The tree 
should be pruned so t hat 
it 
will grow into a strong 
t re e 
capable of holding up well un­ 
der heavy nut crops and w i l l 
not be subject to storm d a rn - 
age. Material on the subject 
is available from Bragg's off­ 
ice, he said.
